Take the original and copy to either 
Circuit Clerk James B. Key or Coun- 
ty Clerk James Owena, have the copy 
attested and have It filed In the Are 
proof cabinets at one of these clerk's 
offices so that in case your discharge is 
lost you will have a certified copy on 
file here which may be of much ser- 
vice to you some time in the future.

Appropriations For Ohio River Im- 
provements Announced— Cincinnull 
District «els Largest Slice- 
Rome I»am to Be Started 
This Year. 

Maysville will greatly profit i»y the 
allotment of work under the recent 
congressional appropriation of $3,000,- 
000 for the improvement of the Ohio 
river, according to figures made pub- 
lic yesterday by Colonel Lansing H. 
Reach, Cincinnati. Division Engineer. 
The Cincinnati district, in which 
Maysville is located, gets the largest 
allotment of the funds and on the pro- 
gram of the officials is the completion 
of Dam 33 at this point this summer 
and the beglnnlir,' of Dam 32 which 
will be located near Rome. 

These announcements mean that 
there will be much of the government 
money spent in Maysville. The start- 
ing of the dam at Rome is especially 
good news. Maysville Is the largest 
city near that dam and will greatly 
profit from this work. 

The allotments recently mnde by 
the Ohio River Roard of Engineers 
were returned from Washington with 
the approval of the Chief Engineer 
and are as follows: 

Wheeling, W. Vn., District, con- 
struction of Dam 25, $450,000 : First 
Cincinnati District, construction of 
lock and abutment for Dam 3fi, $snn.- 
000, and for Dam No. 38, $500,000. to- 
tal $1,300,000; 1/mlsvllle (Ky.l Dis- 
trict, for completion of lock and Dam 
43, $175,000, and construction of lock 
and abutment for Dam No. 44. $500.- 
000, total $675,000; total of all allot- 
meits, $2,425,000; administration, de- 
signing force. &c, $35,000. The bal- 
ance, $54,000, is reserved for conting- 
encies, 

Captain R. R. Jones, engineer in 
Charge of the Cincinnati district, says 
work on the two new dams — N'os. 3fi 
and 3S — will be started this season. 
Drawings and sneciflcations will ho 
PMpartd Immediately, and plans now 
are to let the work for construction of 
Dam 36 to a contracting concern nmt 
to start the construction of No. 38 with 
the CfOvernment-owned plant now be- 
ing used In the completion of Dam 
No. 39. 

Dam No. 36 will he located a short 
distance above above Conev Island, 
and Dam No. 38 will be located at 
McVllle, about a mile and a half ahovo 
Laughrey Island, three miles above 
Rising Sun, Indiana. 

In addition to these dams author- 
ized under the new appropriation, con- 
tracts will he let, heginnlnn March 20. 
for the construction of Dam No. 30, 
near Greenup. Ky.; Dam No. 32, near 
Vancebnrg. Ky.. and Rome Ohio, and 
Dam No. 34 at the upper end of CtallO, 
Ohio. 

Ohio River Dams Nos. 29, 30 and 31. 
now nenring completion, will be in op- 
eration by the end of this season, as 
will also Dams No. 35, near New Rich- 
mond; No. 33, near Maysville. .and No. 
39, near Vevay, Ind., said Captain 
Jones. 

The five new dams to be started this 
year will be completed by 1923. Cap- 
tain Jones said, and their completion 
and operation, together with daniB to 
be completed In the Wheeling district, 
will give a twclse-foot stage in the 
Ohio River from Pittsburg to Flor- 
ence, Ky.

MILITARY TRAINING 
FOR STUDENTS OF 
HIGH SCHOOL HERE 



City School Head Ih Nolllled By Con. 
Grossman Thai War Department 
Will Furnish Military Instruc 
' tor For Loral High 
School. 



The Maysville High School stu- 
dents will be given benefit of military 
training according to a telegram re- 
ceived late Friday by Superintendent 
W. J. Capllnger. of the city schools. 
The message came from Hon. W. J. 
Fields, Congressman for this district 
and was quite a surprise to all. For 
while it was known that a representa- 
tive of the War Department had been 
here to discuss the matter with school 
authorities and was favorably Im- 
pressed, It waB hardly thought that 
action would be taken so quickly. 

This action of the War Department 
means that there will bo a special 
military instructor furnished by the 
War Department In the High School. 
This Instructor will be a West Point 
graduate and will Instruct the young 
men In military tactics. It is expect- 
ed that many of the young men stu- 
dents will be entered In the course 
and it is understood that the govern- 
ment will furnish all young men en- 
tered with uniforms and full army 
equipment. Besides receiving their 
tuition free there will be an allow- 
ance made by the government. Just 
the amount of this allowance is not 
known for certain but it is probable 
that the amount will be in the neigh- 
borhood of thirty dollars. 

The time for the arrival in Mays- 
ville of the Instructor has not been 
fixed but he will probably be here in a 
short time to begin his work. It is 
understood that a summer camp will 
be established so that the young men 
can get in their practise during the 
summer vacation months.

Tho president's position was to be 
made known, It was understood, cithV 
cr at an informal meeting this noon 
or at the session of the Supreme War 
Council called for 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

At the noon meeting he was to be 
acquainted officially with progress 
made in the peace during his absence. 

Despite the activities of the com- 
mittees while the president was away, 
his return has given new tmpetUB to 
every department of the peace con- 
ference, owing to the fact that settle- 
ment of many questions was conting- 
ent on his judgment and leaders were 
more hopeful than ever today than tho 
preliminary treaty would be ready for 
submission to the Germans beginning 
March 20 and 22. 

Under this rule there will be an 
early meeting of the League of Na- 
tions Committee, of which Wilson Is 
chairman, and various nationalities. 
Including neutralB, will be sounded 
for suggestions and ideas. 

TODACCO SALES REACH 
NEAR 27,000,000 POUNDS 

Weekly Average „n the Maysville To- 
bacco Market Shows Another I)e. 
crease— Nearly Two Million 
Pounds Sold. 

Weekly figures show that during the 
week closed Friday a total of 1,704.- 
645 pounds of tobacco was sold on the 
Maysville Tobacco market at a gen- 
eral average of $23.59. This is* more 
tobacco and a better average than was 
anticipated by the tobacco dealers of 
the city. 

These figures bring the total sales 
on this market to date up to ■6,974,71! 
pounds which is considerably more 
than was at first expected would be 
sold here this season. 

Warehousemen are of the opinion 
that during the next two weeks there 
will be quite a little rush on the local 
market. They say there ts more to- 
bacco out than one would think and 
that this will be rushed in as s'don as 
possible. Farmers are urged to re- 
member that March 28th is last sale.

Lesson For March 1C, 

Sunday School 



Topic: "The Cities of Refinr*'" O 

0 
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Joshua had now conquered the 
greater part of the land of Canaan and 
divided It among the tribes of Israel 
as an everlasting possession. It was 
aubdlvldod to families and could not 
be allevated for a period beyond for- 
ty-nine years. Forty-eight cities had 
been alloted to the tribe of Levi for 
residence, but they had only the su- 
burbs for their gardens. They were to 
..be supported by a tithe of the increase 
of the- other eleven tribes. 

As the Lord had Instructed Moses so 
Joshua designated certain of the cities 
of the Levites bb cities of refuge. The 
country on the East side of the Jor- 
dan had been conquered by Moses, 
and divided among two and a half of 
the tribes, and in that territory Moses 
had selected three cities of refuge 
Three more were to be chosen on the 
West side of the Jordan, for there 
were to be six in all, and more if more 
of the country promised to Abraham 
should be conquered. 

What were these cities for? In the 
early history of the world before laws 
had been enacted ana courts estab- 
lished, such as we have, it was the 
universal custom for near kinsmen to 
avenge the wrongs of men. If a man 
was murdered It was both the privil- 
ege and the duty of his nearest of kin 
to inflict a punishment on the slayers 
commensurate with the crime. 

And so of other wrongs. The law 
of Moses advances a step above this. 
If the homicide was committed acci- 
dentally, as we say, with no intention 
of killing, then the slayer could flee 
to these cities of refuge and escape 
the avenger. At the gate of the city 
he met the elders and declared his 
case, and if they were favorably im- 
pressed i, e wag admitted nnd his pur- 
suers were foiled. Later he was ex- 
amined or tried before the congrega- 
tion and condemned or acquitted. If 
acquitted he had the freedom of that 
city until the death of the high priest 
whom he was set at liberty. All this 
would act as a punishment 

These cities were centrally located 
so that every such slayer would have 
a fair chance to escape. The roads 
were forty-eight feet wide and were 
kept In good repair so that the slayer 
might have every chance to save his. 
life. 

These cities were types of Christ 
The sinner flees to Him for refuge: 
Heb. 6:18, and thereby escapes the 
penalty of God's law that he baa vio- 
lated. This is the glory of Christ. He 
Btands between justice nnd the sinner 
and gives to him a pardon thai shield- 
him from an avenging judge. 

In this day of progressive Christian 
ity, prisons originally designed only 
for punishment of the criminal and 
protection to the country, have been 
turned into reformatories, and Chris- 
tian and humanitarian methods are 
being used to accomplish this result. 
Much has already been done In this 
line, and much more is being attempt- 
ed. In our own state of Kentucky, the 
prison at Frankfort is now called "the 
Slate Reformatory" and men are be- 
ing prepared for citizenships when 
their terms of confinement expire.

DEFERRED BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION CAN 
BE RENEWED NOW 

Work Held Up For Long Time Be- 
cause of War Conditions Should 
Be Immediately Bene nod. 

Deferred building constructions Ib 
one of the first portions of our war 
debt which must be met, for it pro- 
\ides facilities for paying the remain- 
ing portion of the war debt and also 
decreases the cost of living. 

It Is an economic waste to allow 
labor and materials to remain even 
temporarily In idleness when they 
may in the meantime be put Into 
wealth and tax-producing structures. 

Money is not consumed in building 
operations but passes In the National 
banking system, yet It leaves on Its 
way B permanent evidence of wealth 
— such as water-power, a highwoy, a 
tailroad, a sewer or other necessity to 
i lie earning power of society. 

The increased cost of building ma- 
terial is only about half that of some 
other commodities. Investment in 
building has always been considered 
the safest investment for the Individ- 
ual and his dependents. 

The increased cost of building ma- 
terial is offset in some localities by 
decreased cost of land. 

The country is probably a full year 
behind in its civil construction pro- 
tram, amounting to at least three bil- 
lion dollars. This amount must be 
caught up and normal building con- 
tinued; a condition of permanently 
•irrcsted development of the country 
'g inconceivable.

West Union, Ohio, March 14— All 
told, 43,«)7f, pounds or tobucco were 
raised within the corporate limits of 
West I'nlon last year, the total sales 
of which amounted to $12,574.38. 

Tho "king boo" town farmer In WcBt 
Union is William Hayloss, who with 
his tenants, Bon Mains. William Leach 
and Charles and Milt Uayless, raised 
on his several pieces of land located 
In the corporation, a total of 21,000 
pounds of the weed, the cash proceeds 
of which amounted to 15,500. 

Prom the above showing it would 
look like town farmers did not grow 
anything last year but tobacco, but 
such Is not the case. Almost every 
family had a garden and harvested an 
abundance of small vegetables, corn 
and potatoes. 

The farmers' warehouse sold dur- 
ing the present season a total of 1,- 
1135,700 pounds of tobacco for an ag- 
gregate value of $441,605.22. This is 
over 100,000 pounds more than was 
sold here last season, when the total 
■lales amounted to 1,588,650. The to- 
tal cash value of the sales last year 
were $329,237.60.

Every blade of grass Is a Btudy; and 
to produce two where there was but 
one is both a profit and a pleasure.''

Having traveled in the last six 
weeks all States In the I'nlon except 
those or the southeast, Henry N. Teag- 
eu, field agent for the 17. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor, reports to the infer- 
mation and Education Service that in- 
dustrial and labor conditions show a 
marked improvement during the last 
60 days. This results, In Mr. Teague's 
opinion, from the fact that State and 
municipal authorities have come to 
appreciate the necessity for buffer em- 
ployment for labor and the possibili- 
ties of stimulating business through 
extensive public improvements. 

Hr. Teague has traveled, during the 
last six weeks, from Boston to San 
Francisco, and from Seattle to New 
Orleans, calling on all the Governors 
and on the Mayors of the principal 
cities and carrying a personal mes- 
sage to them from Secretary of Labor 
Wilson. When asked to state his out- 
standing impression from his trips, 
.Mr. Teague said: 

"There is to be a great deal of pub- 
lic building during the next six 
months. I am convinced the public 
improvements program for mi ft will 
equal that of any live years in the 
country's history and the road build- 
ing activities from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, once under way, are to be tre- 
mendous. 

"I have been much surprised to find 
the scone of improvement work in the 
west larger than in the east. Perhaps 
this may be accounted for in the fact 
that the west needs more Improve- 
ments than the east. It la new er coun- 
try. The Governors and Mayors of 
the west, almost without exception 
realize the prudence of going In f r 
public improvements as a source i ( 
buffer employment for labor snd r 
| m ea ns of stimulating general b 
, ties. The west, teo. Is n > '. Il 
', csted In reclat"atirn n"<! I.- fl " 
'make land, heretofore arid and " 
available and suitable for farreln ' 
such former soldiers as wish to 
, back to the soil." 

| "Most of the Governors of the a rri- 
| cultural States." Mr. Teague saM, "are 
anxious to get men from the Vrrtiv t- 
settle in their Stntes. This is b^ennre 
they believe the Army to settle in 
their States. This is because they be- 
; lleve the Army represents the best 
i manhood and brains of the country 
and if their respective States can ab- 
sorb soldiers, the Governors believe 
the States will get the highest type of 
citizens and the best blood of the Na- 
tion." 

Mr. Teague sayg there is much criti- 
cism In the west of the Federal Gov- 
ernment's failure to go ahead with Its 
own building operations. In many lo- 
calities Federal buildings, for which 
sites, plans and appropriations were 
had before the war, are now held up 
because the original appropriations 
will not cover present construction 
coats on the buildings desired. Mr. 
Teague says, in such localities there 
Is resentment over the fact that the 
Government has not been granted ad- 
ditional money to carry on tnese 
building activities and the fact that 
this has not been done is exerting a 
harmful Influence on many private in- 
terests which feel that If It Is prudent 
for the Government to refrain from 
building at this time, it also Is pru- 
dent for the private interests to follow 
the same course. 

"There are more building activities 
in New Orleans than In any other city 
I visited." Mr. Teague said. "New Or- 
leans is spending tl4.0O0.0OO on the 
municipal dock*. More than 10,000 
men are employed In this undertaking. 

"I anticipate no labor rrlals 
throughout the country for the com- 
munities are awake to the altuation. 
There is Just as much unemployment 
today as thirty days ago, and yet the 
situation is much improved because 
local Initiative ia being brought to

KENTUCKY'S* QUOTA IN 
CENTENARY INCREASED 

One Hundred Thousand Dollars Added 
to State's Cantenary Apportion, 
ment For I'nlon College. 

Kentucky's quota In the Methodist 
Centenary Movement for church ex- 
panses and benevolences, was, in- 
creased from $400,000 to $500,000, of 
which $100,000 will bo given annual- 
ly for five years to Union College, 
Bnrbourvlllo. This was decided at the 
conference of district superintendents 
of the Kentucky Conference, held In 
the Northern Methodist church at 
Lexington Friday. The Board of 
Trustees and faculty of I'nlon Colloge 
and Dr. F. H. Dudley, State Centennry 
Chairman, attended the sessions, 
which were held nt Centenary Method- 
ist church. Dr. Thomas Burroughs 
Roberts, pastor of the church. Doctor 
Dudley and Dr. E. F. Franklin, presi- 
dent of I'nlon College, were named as 
a committee to select a state organizer 
to have hendtiuarters In Lexington 
and work in connection with Dictor 
Dudley. 

Dr. E. H. Thler, of Columbus, O., 
formerly a Y. M. C. A. man, who has 
raised $400,000,000 in the last 21 
months; Dr. F. [. Johnson, of Colour 
bus, secretary of the Cincinnati Area 
including Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, 
and West Virginia; Dr. E. F. Franklin, 
president of tho Union College, and 
Doctor Dudley made short talks. A 
round table discussion among the 35 
delegates present followed. 

The trustees of Union College re- 
ported that the real estate holdings of 
the Institution in Louisville had been 
sold, bettering the financial condition 
of the Institution.
